Have you looked over your supply 
. of apples to see if they are keeping 
all right? ometimes you will find 
a few of the early varieties showing 
‘signs of decay, Even if only two or 
three apples are affected, you will be

will spread. 

Pick: over the’ apples and remove 
all the spoiled ones. Great care should 
be ‘taken ‘in handling the apples. 
Careless handling will cause more

Apples should be stored in a dry 


cool place and away from light. If| 


your storage. space is not. satisfac- 
tory, it might be wise to dry a few 
apples. Putting them in jars, using 
the Cold: Pack Method is also ad-

the earlier varieties of apples. 


DRYING APPLES 


Peel and core the apples. Cut the 


. apples into rings about 3/16 of an inch 
thick.. Place the sliced apples on a 
large piece of cheesecloth. Gather 
up the corners of the cheesecloth, so 
that a large bag is made. Lower 
into a pot of boiling water for half 
a minute. This stops the enzyme 
action and the apples do not discolor: 

‘Allow the apples to drain and 
spread an even layer on’ a cheese- 
cloth, Place in the warming oven. 
If a clothes rack is available, spread 
some wire netting on this and cover 
the with cheesecloth, Place the 
apples on this improvised screen and 
let dry at room temperature.

Explanations And , Comments 


The Introduction, verse 1. Here 
begins the gospel, the good news, of 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God. Thus 
Mark introduces his Gospel, omitting 
all. reference to the birth, infancy 
and youth of Jesus. 

Jesus Prepares for a Life of Ser- 
vice, verses 9-13. ‘In .those days 
Jesus came from Nazareth of Galilee 
and was baptized by John in the Jor- 
dan. John’s-baptizing was “of re- 
pentance unto remission -of sins’: 
why did Jesus, who was sinless, seek 
baptism? Several reasons may be 
given. His baptism was a public en- 
dorsement of John as a messenger of 
God. It was a rite which Jesus after- 
wards. enjoined’ on his followers; 
therefore he-would himself submit to 
it. And it was for him a formal set- 
ting apart, a consecration for his 
great. mission. — ‘ 

As soon as Jesus ascended from 
the water (“straightway” is one of 
Mark’s favorite words), he saw the 
heavens parted. Dr. F. B. Meyer ob- 
serves that Jesus saw the heavens 
opened just. as when Newton dis- 
covered the law of gravitation and 
heaven was opened to him. And 
Jesus saw the Spirit as a dove de- 
scending upon him. The words in- 
dicate his being filled with the Spirit 
of ‘God and cansecrated for his 
ministry; whether’ the manifestation 
was through sense or apart from 
sense.

fore he realized his divine Sonship 
and his Father's pleasure.

Cancer And The Human Race 

Doctor Bonne, professor of - path- 
ology in the School of Medicirie, 
Java, writes some. interesting. things 
eancerning the incidence of cancer in 
the extremely primitive, the simply 
primitive and the eastern races with 
whom hé is acquainted. 

Examples of the extremely primi: 
tive are the pygmy Papuans of New 
Guinea and the aboriginal Indians 
in South America. No missionaries, 
no government, no money, no nails 
nor metal implements have ever 
reached these people. . They fly at 
the sight_of a white man. As to 
disease among them we haven't the 
faintest idea. 

The simply primitive area those 
within reach of government,” trade 
and civilization, Among such are the 


South: America, many negro tribes 
in Central Africa,.the coastal Pap- 
uans of New Guinea, the Dajaks of 
Central mo and the aboriginal 
population’ of Australia. 

* The missionary and. the govern- 
ment doctor sees little or no cancer 


among thesé-people, not because they |" 
‘|do not have cancer. but because: they 


consult. a doctor with great reluct- 
ance. Cancer is not -often ‘seen 
amongst, them; neither is diabetes, 
lukaemia, cirrhosis of the liver and 
many other internal diseases. As the 
belief. in evil spirits dies away and 
these people consult a doctor cancer 
of the genital organs or the mouth 
is discovered. 

The general mortality among the 
eastern nations is much higher than 
in .Western Europe and. North 
America.'The chance of dying young 
is much greater. Consequently the 
number of persons of advanced (can- 
cer). age are less than in Western 
éivilization, Fewer are left to have 
cancer. Dr. Bonne, from his vast ex- 
perience, among the. people of the 
East, finds that there is a remark- 
ably high frequéncy of primary liver 
cancer in various parts of the 
tropics; that stomach and gastric 
ulcer cancer are almost totally" ab: 
sent among the native Malay popu- 
lation of Java, but that cancer © 
the skin of the legs is common in 
male Malays. He concludes’ that 
when the cancer rate in the East is 
recalculated’ for a population of 
standard age, the total mortality is 
in accord with the usual figures for 
Western countries. The information 
available about the incidence of can- 
cer indicates that it. isa disease of 
rich. and poor, white and_ black, 


brown or yellow; that races and peo- 
ple all over! the world have’ cancer 
in about equal proportions.

OST amateur camera workers 
wait until they find a picture 
situation ready-made before they 
snap the shutter. Others have found 
that they do not have to. wait—that 
they can often create a picture op- 
portunity by selecting and arrang- 
. ing materials already at hand. 
Still-life studies, of fruit, of 
flowers, of the play of light on tex- 
tiles and glassware, are all exam- 
ples of this creative method and a 
still-life expertly done can possess 
extraordinary . beauty.  Still-lifes, 
however, require a keen sense of 
pictorial composition, judgment in 
lighting and a willingness to ar- 
range and rearrange until. every- 
‘thing ‘is exactly right. 
_ *Table-top” photography permits 
more latitude, particularly when 
the central idea is humorous, Here 
the emphasis is on telling a story, 
rather than developing an ideal ar- 
rangement of lights and shadows 
and textures. In consequence, the 
“table-top” worker can limit his: la- 
bor to the-story-telling essentials, 


and let supplementary considera-

Scenic materials, when needed, 
are easy to get.

Some amateurs build elaborate 
miniature stage settings for their 
‘table-tops” just as if they were 
producing a professional motion 
picture.

But it is not imperative and can be 
avoided simply by selecting a story 
idea that does not demand realistic 
background. 

“Table-topping” requires that the 
photographer work fairly close up 
to, his subject.

These graves give silent. testimony to the risks annually incurred in 
a cold climate during the winter season, and,’ in most Cases, are mute evi- 
dence of the truth of the old adage “familiarity breeds contempt”; in other 
words they are, in the majority of instances, the result of carelessness— 
a lack of appreciation, or forgetfulhess, of the dangers involved in the 
handling’ of fire. :

._ Danger In The Honies 

Statistics Show that the great bulk of these life and property losses 
and injuries, have .occurred in homes and in most cases in homes ‘on, the } 
isolated farmstead or in the small villages and towns, where fire protection 
equipment is either entirely absent or at a minimum and where trained fire 
fighters are completely absent. ; 

Investigations conducted by, and information received by provincial 
and local authgrities and fire insurance companies show also that the 
greater number of these disastrous conflagrations occur in ‘the early morn- 
ing after. fires have been lighted and adult. members have left the house 
for outside chores, leaying children and sometimes women still sleeping 
in thetr beds, For the latter it means death by smoke suffocation or cruel 
flames. 

In this season's fires, gasoline is indicted as one of the most potent 
agencies of death, injury and loss°of home and contents. In some cases, it 
has been used in mistake for coal oil to lash dying: embers into quick flame 
or to speed up a newly laid fire.” In other instances the use of this danger- 
ous fluid. for dry. cleaning operations has brought irremedial disaster upon 
an unsuspecting houschold, 

* * . * 
Carlessness To Blame 

In other words,.in nearly every ‘instance, somebody's carelessness or 
negligence can. be blamed for the dire results which have followed. There 
has been a violent explosion, a death-dealing fluid has been sprayed in all 
directions and the doctor, the coroner and the undertaker have been called 
In the twinkling of an eye a happy household 
has been converted into a shambles, no less direful because disaster was un- 
suspected.a moment before and no lesshorr' ible than the streets of Shang- 
hai after the visit of a Japanese bomber. 

When details of these disasters appear in cold print subsequently, 
wonderment at the carelessness and folly of mankind speedily succeeds the 
shock gccasioned in the mind of the reader by graphic descriptions of the 

“The wonder. is further accentuated by the thought that these disasters 
have followed so close on“the heels of the annual fall fire prevention’ cam- 
paigns, when well directed efforts were made to render citizens fire con- 
scious, apparently all to no avail.

. There is some comfort, however, in the discovery that these fire-preven- 
tion campaigns are bearing some fruit and more particularly in the fertile 
and impressionable minds of the youth of the country,’ for in the past few

sulting frpm the misuse of matches by children—an indication that chil- 
dren, at least, are learning and remembering valuable lessons imparted in 
the schools during fire prevention week.

Aid For Injured 
Ontario’s Roadside Samaritans Have 
‘ Been Organized . 

Toronto.._Fame of Ontario's road- 
side Samaritans organized to give 
first aid to injured “motorists, has 
' . spread around the world and their 
example is being followed in British 
Columbia, Quebec and nearly, half of 
the. United States.. In addition’ the 
plan may be adopted next year in| 
Nova Scotia, New Zealand and India, 

The garage workers and farmers 
who took first aid training during 
the past five years in order to qualify 
as voluntary Samaritans in Ontario's 
rural areas, were credited to-day 
with having saved three lives on one 
provincial highway during the first 
10 months of this year. 

Organized at rural garages 12 to 
45 miles apart on the Ontario high- 
way between Windsor and the Que- 
bec border, the voluntary, workers re- 
fuse payment but are ready 24 hours 
a day to aid the injured. Between

medical treatment to 125 accident} 
cages, 80 per cent, of whom were

The Herald said , the option had 
been engineered by the Board of 
Trade and Sir Thomas Inskip, min- 
ister of defence co-ordination. It 
added that Whitehall experts and the 
Canadian\ Wheat’ Board had been in 
secret negotiation on the matter for 
some months, 

The Herald said that should the 
option ever have to be taken up it 
would cost Great Britain about £100,- 
000,000 ($500,000 000) together with 
£5,000,000 which it said was the price 
of the option.
